Poison by Mistake. 





Nervousness resulting from her failure 
to pass an examination for the position 
of teacher in the Protestant Orphans’ 
Home of Webster Groves was responsi- 
bie for the death of Mrs. Josephine J. 
George by carbolic acid poisoning, her 
friends believe. 

Acquaintances said Thuisday' she 
looked strange and srrmed greatly de- 
rressed on learning she had not qualified 
for the position. 

She Was Christian Scientist. 

She was an ardent Christian Scientisi 
and her death, Wednesday afternoon, 
Was surrounded by unusual  circum- 
stances. About 10 p. m. Tuesday she 
was found in her room suffering from 
carbolic acid poisoning. It was said at 
the home, 135 South Elm avenue, Web- 
ster, that she had mistaken a carbolic 
acid solution for water in the dark. 

She had prepared the solution as a 
remedy for insect bites, it was said, and 
placed it near her bed on retiring. On 
the other side of the bed she placed 
some ice water. The impression given 
et the house was that she had awakened 
and drunk the solution instead of the 
water before she was fully in possession 
of her faculties. 

Mrs. George was attended by Dr. Mar- 
chall Baker, who lives near by, and by 
Christian Sciencs practitioners, who 
came in at her request. Dr. Baker said 
her mouth and throat were terribly 
burned. 

Mrs. George's friends believe that in 
her distravght condition, following her 
failure in the examination, she swal- 
lowed the acid by mistake, believing it 
to be water. 

Mrs. George was a widow and resided 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Jackson. For the last five years she 
had taught in a kindergarten for chil- 
éren of some of the wealthiest residents 
of Webster Groves. A verdict of acci- 
dent was returned by the Coroner.

Vein of Bituminous Fuel Found 
on Site of the U. S. Govern- 
ment Building at Fair. 


SUPPLY FOR MONKEY CAGE 


Under the Coal Is Heavy Layer 
of Fire Clay, Which Experts 
Say Is High Grade. 


A coal mine in Forest Part, :ately dis- 
covered, promises..to help in cutting 
down the municipal high «ost of living. 
The city will burn next winter many 
tons of fuel on which not only the 
bridge arbitrary, but the aia freight 
charge and the operators’ profit have 
been saved. 

A vein of high-grade bituminous coal 
has been found on the spot where the 
United States Government Building 
stood at the World’s Fair, and is now 
being mined for the city’s use. 

Thirty tons of the coal have been 
taken to the Forest Park bird cage, and 
15 tons to the monkey house, which have 
io be heated in winter. As more is dug 
out, it will be supplied to the other 
parks, to which 150 tons have already 
been sent. 

Belongs to the City, 

The only cost to the city will be that 
of mihing and hauling; for the coal 
raturally belongs to the city. Fifty 
tons of coal are now piled up near the 
place where it was taken out, awaiting 
orders from the Park Commissioner as 
tc its disposal. 

Landscape gardeners’ found traces of 
the coal while they were at work recent- 
ly preparing the ground for a terrace 
garden on the slope below.the park 
shelter house, 

When pieces of coal were discovered 
near the surface, it was supposed they 
might have been left there is some way 
by the Government coal testing plant,

mile away. 
Layer of Fire Clay. 

The'gardeners had ctitiosity enough to 
follow the trail of the coal, which was at 
first loose and scattered pieces, but 
which-aoon led into a well-defined vein 
of a good grade of fuel.

PROGRESSIVES 
FOR HOME RULE 


The Progressive party’s home rule 
plank, adopted with the rest of the 
platform at the Jai Alai convention 
Wednesday, declares for bi-partisan 


police,» excise and election boards, 
with the power of removal by the 
Governor in case the officials are 
derelict in their duty. It does not 
suggest how the bi-partisan boards 
shall be chosen, whether by election 
or appointment. 

The Democratic and Republican 
platform, to be adopted by the State 
platform conventions of those parties 
within the next few weeks, will con- 
tain home rule planks. Attorney- 
General Major, the Democratic nomi- 
nee for governor, has declared him- 
self in favor of home ruie for all the 
larger cities, and has given the im- 
pression that he believed in making 
the local officials virtually inde- 
pendent of the state government. 
John C. McKinley, Republican nomi- 
nee, has cited the fact that he wrote 
the home rule plank in two previous 
state platforms, as showing that he 
is for home rule. 

The Progressive platform declares 
for woman suffrage, equal opportun- 
ity for the negro, the commission 
form of government for cities, the 
improvement of the Mississippi by 
use of Panama Canal machinery, the 
merit system, the short ballot, the 
initiative and referendum.in city and 
county government, and the recall of 
elected officials, judges being neither 
specifically mentioned nor specifically 
excluded. It is declared that new 
trials should not be granted on er- 
rors not affecting the justice of ver- 
dicts. 

The widows’ allowance, or pension 
plank, advocates the extension 
throughout the State of a plan now 
prevailing in Kansas City. It pro- 
vides for the payment to mothers of 
a sum sufficient to enable them to 
cate for their children at home, in- 
stead of putting them in orphanages. 
Mrs. Henrietta Cosgrove of. Joplin 
introduced this plank. 

Of the other planks, a number were 
adapted from the national platform, 
They relate to the eight-hour work- 
ing day for women, workingmen’s 
compensation acts, and insurance 
against sickness and age. The super- 
vision by the State of stock and bond 
issues, aS a Means of protecting the 
public against “wildcat” stock, also 
was urged. Revision of the taxation 
laws is favored, but the party is not 
committed to the singe-tax movement. 


PROGRESSIVES GET 6 
CALIFORNIA DISTRICTS 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—Belated re- 
turns from Tuesday’s primary election 
give the Progressive Republicans six 
congressional nominations to five for the 
Taft supporters. In the close Third and 
Highth districts, Charles F. Curry and 
E,. A. Hayes (incumbents), regular Re- 
publican, won by narrow margins. 

The Progressives nominated more than 
80 of the 100 Republican party candi- 
dates for the Legislature, as opposed to 
the Taft Republicans.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Sept. 5.— 
Willard Hansen, former County Attor- 
ney, Was arrested early this morning 


.in company with 10 other persons on 


the charge of bribery and swindling. 
Hansen and the gang have been 
watched by the police for fave weeks, 
and his arrest followed an attempt to 
take a suit of clothes from the police 
station, which was being held as evi- 
dence in a murder case. 

For the last five weeks, it is charged, 
Hansen has been paying two police de- 
tectives $50 a week for protection of a 
gang of fake poolroom operators. The 
detectives have been taking the money 
and turning it over to the Chief of Po- 
lice. 

Several hese ago Hansen asked the 
detectives to leave the closet door open 
fn which the suit of clothes was stored. 


3% They agreed, and when the attorney was 


leaving the police station with the cloth- 
ing he was arrested. Following his ar- 
rest, the poolroom was raided and the 
operators arrested. 

Hansen conducted the prosecution 
against former Chief of Police George 
Sheets, who was charged with grafting 
in connection with the McWhitier broth- 
ers’ swindle here several years ago.

LEWIS OUSTED 
AS SECRETARY Ut 
THE PROGRESSIVES 


Committee Makes That. Official 
Member of the Body to Serve 
Without Pay. 


HE ASSAILS THE CHIEFS 





Declares Janis Complained Be- 
cause His Name Wasn’t Get- 
ting in the Papers. 





Hf. Spearman Lewis, whose abundant 
“pep” has been a large factor in the 
organization of the Bull Moose party in 
St. Louis and Missouri, is no longer sec- 
retary of the party's State Committee. 

By the action of the State Committee, 
at a meeting Wednesday night, the sec- 
retary will be a member of the commit- 
tee and will serve without salary. Both 
these provisions eliminate Lewis, who 
is not a member of the committee, and 
who has given his entire time to the 
party work since June 27, and has de- 
pended on it for a living. 

Says He “Rode Them With Spurs.” 

William H. Walker, national commit- 
teeman, says Lewis was released as a 
means of saving money. Lewis says 
the reason was that he rode Walker 
and Paul V. Janis, vice-chairman of the 
committee, ‘‘with spurs a foot long.’’ 
The spurs were, presumably, the ones 
he won in the Eleventh District congres- 
sional campaign of two years ago, when 
he served as publicity agent in Theron 
E..Catlin’s campaign. That was his first 
political work, his previous career hav- 
ing been that of a theatrical press agent. 

Lewis ‘‘talked turkey’”’ to the commit- 
tee before it passed the resolution af- 
fecting him, he said. He told the mem- 
bers he had been the first man to un- 


branch of the party, and that his trou- 
bles with Walker and Janis had arisen 
over his demand that they get their 
coats off and organize the State, and 
over the contents of the display window 
at the headquarters, 517 Olive street. 

Lewis said he had “‘Votes for Women” 
painted on the window, and that Walker 
objected. He said Walker and Janis cut 
two negro delegates out of a photo- 
graph, and that he and the negroes ob- 
jected, “and it took a week to square 
that row.”’ 

Lewis said he and Janis parted com- 
pany when, on a Sunday afternoon, 
Janis ‘‘whined for three hours that he 
was not getting his name in the news- 
papers as vice-chairman.”’ 

While Lewis was trying to make his 
male associates work harder, he com- 
plained of the way the women at head- 
quarters were required to work. Dicta- 
tion to stenographers frequently did not 
begin until 6:30 p. m., he said, and the 
Progressive party, which favors an 
eight-hour day for women, was put in 
the position of making the women in its 
employ violate the nine-hour law. 


Complained to Roosevelt. 
Lewis said he had “badgered, jollied 


and bullied’ in the attempt to get the 
committee to adopt some definite method 
of financing the State campaign, but 
that his efforts had been in vain, and 
that in a week the treasury would be 
empty. 

“I told Col. Roosevelt in his private 
car Tuesday evening,” he said, ‘“‘that 
our State headquarters was a burlesque, 
and that if within 10 days he did not 
send an organizer of experience to Mis- 
souri, the State would be hopelessly lost 
to the Progressive party.”

“My pian,” said 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
would make the Government surety for 
its owa postal employes throughout the 
country, but without expending or risk- 
ing a cent of Government money. I 
have suggested in speeches at postal 
conventions that each postal employe, 
instead of being required to go to & 
bonding company to stand surety for 
him, pay into a fund to be managed 
by officials designated for the purpose 
the amount required for his bonding fee. 

“If the men, by creating for them- 
selves a bonding fund, can cut down 
the expense of. their bonds and at the 
same time make it absolutely sure that 
the Government will lose aothing, this 
“plan should be well worth while. 


“Let us say that each of the 320,900 
postal employes should pay into the 
fund an average of $3. That would 
create a fund of $960,000 at the start. In 
the service are many expert account- 
ants some of whom could be put in 
charge of this co-operative bonding 
fund. In case of a defalcation it would 
be a mere matter of bookkeeping for 
them to turn over to the Government 
the amount missing, thus protecting the 
people without the necessity of litiga- 
tion.” 

Postmaster Akins was invited to speak 
cn this topic at postal meetings in At- 
lantic City and Boston Sept. 3 and 4, 
but was detained here on account of a 
rush of work. He says that he expects 
to place the matter in ths hands of the 
House Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads with a view to the drafting 
of a bill to authorize the automatic 
ponding system.

The \granting of a license by Excise 
Commissioner Lee to W. E. Dearborn 
for a saloon at Laclede and Euclid ave- 
rues has aroused a bitter controversy 
among the residents and property own- 
ers in the block. The block, which is 
bounded by Laclede and Euclid avenues, 
Forest Park and King’s highway boule- 
vards, is one of the most fashionable 
residence sections in the city. 

Among;the apartment houses that have 
keen brought into the controversy are 
the Devonshire, Aberdeen and Colches- 
tershire on King’s highway, facing For- 
est Park; the Ettrick Apartment house 
at Forest Park boulevard and Euclid av- 
enue and the Duplex Apartment house 
on Laclede avenue, owned by a company 
headed by Rolla Wells, J. E. Dana and 
Erastus Wells are prominent among the 
owners of the other apartment houses. 
Mrs. Anna M. Rethwilm, who has a $45,- 
v00 residence at 4957 Forest Park boule- 
vard and W. F. McElroy, with a $25,000 
Lome at 4933 Forest Park boulevard, are 
among those protesting against the in- 
vasion of the saloon. 

Protest Meeting Held. 

At a meeting of protesting property 
holders Wednesday afternoon in the of- 
fice of W. C. Sipple Jr., 1115 Syndicate 
Trust Building, it was voted to retain 
én attorney to bring injunction proceed- 
ings against the Excise Commissioner 
and the saloon keeper, who, they say, is 
being backed by the Griesedieck Bros. 
Brewing Co. 

Among those who attended the meet- 
ing were W. C. Sipple Jr., W. F. McEl- 
roy, O. L. Brockett and F. E. Chap- 
man. Chapman was present as the rep- 
resentative of W. C. Nixon, president of 
the Frisco. Employes’ Hospital Associa- 
tion. The Frisco Hospitgl is in the block 
on Laclede avenue. 

The objectors say that a majority of 
the property owners in the block peti- 
tioned the Exciae Commissioner not to 
grant the license, but that Lee told 
them they were too late, as the license 
had been granted, and he could do noth- 
ing. 

Those Who Favor Saloon. 

A majority of property owners in the 
block is necessary to the granting of a 
license. In this case, it is alleged, less 
than one-third of the property owners 
signed the petition presented to the Ex- 
cise Commissioner favoring the license. 
Those who signed it were: Morris Ja- 
cobs, who owns the: building in which 
the saloon is to be; Leon L, Hull, agent 
for Mrs. Mary Voris of Louisville, Ky.;

to pick this analysis to pieces, and 
will gay that these 15 samples are 
not representative. Then let ‘us take 
the line of fancy weaves of the Lip- 
pitt-McColl group of tariff-favored 
mills, on which the duty was jacked 
up by Senator Aldrich to an average 
of 60.33 per cent. On only eight of 
these nine samples are correspond- 
ing data available. On these fancy 
goods the labor cost is supposed to 
run very high, and on that theory 
the mill owners “put over’ their 
Srab of higher duties. But on the 
eight Lippitt-McColl fabrics the duty 
averages more than two and one-half 
times the total cost of the labor that 
the duty pretends to “protect.” 


As a matter of fact, the investiga- 
tions proved that it is not the mills 
enjoying excessive protection that 
pay the highest wages. The mill 
Operative does not get more than a 
small fraction of the benefit. Some- 
one else pockets the profit. 


On cotton duck, represented in the 
Tariff Board’s cotton samples, the 
duty amounts to more than 12 times 
the total cost of the labor entering 
into the finishéd product. Still the 
Peyne-Aldrich bill boosted the duty 
on each of these fabrics. 

In not one instance among the 100 
representative cotton fabrics does the 
Payne-Aldrich duty amount to less 
than the total labor cost. On sample 
No. 80 (fine gingham) the duty is 101 
per cent of the total labor cost, and 
on cotton tapestry, sample - No. 93, 
the duty is 101.4 per cent of the total 
labor cost. 

To appreciate how relatively small 
is the part that wages Play in the 
cost of production, the reader should 
compare in the accompanying table 
the columns headed “Total .Manu- 
facturing Cost Per Square Yard” and 
“Total Labor Cost Per Square Yard.” 
Then see the column “Duty Per Square 
Yard,” and the fact will stand out in 
bold relief that the excessive duty is

Wage Stati ti Hidd 

It has come to be admitted even 
by the friends of high protection 
that the ‘tariff has not been passed 
on to the American workingman—not 
all of it, nor even a fair proportion. 
It has been an open question whether. 
the American standard of wages is 
enough higher than the Buropean to 


make the American workingman 
actually better off than his European 


competitor, whose living costs him 
less. 

The Tariff Board was expected to 
get the facts concerning labor at 
home and abroad, and give Congress 
a basis for intelligent legislation. In 
its investigations of the cotton manu- 
facturing industry it acquired the 
necessary data—but what did it do 
with it? 

The published report contains many 
wage and labor-cost figures from En- 
gland, but they are inadequate for 
comparison with wages and Iliabor 
costs in thig country. From the 
board's presentation of the wage fig- 
ures in English and American mills 
it is utterly impossible to draw an 
intelligent conclusion, for similars 
are not compared with similars. 

Labor statistics for the textile in- 
dustry in Germany were far more 
intelligible. The German figures are 
of vast importance to Congress and 
to the American cotton manufactur- 
ers because the German industry has 
thrived under its low tariff, and both 
manufacturers and workers are sat- 
isfied. What we could learn ifn Ger-

But the tariff on these fabrics un- 
der the Payne-Aldrich law averaged 
7.9 cents a square yard, or exactly 
three times the total cost of labor, 
and 69 per cent of the total cost of 
production, labor, material and all. 
Material (cotton) alone represents 60 
per cent of this total cost, 








What fact could more convincingly 
damn the hypocrisy of the high-pro- 
tectionists? Consider that the Ameéri- 
can cost of producing these goods is 
little or no higher, and in some cases 
less, than the foreign cost. Remember 
that the tariff is an tmport tax in- 
tended to equalize the difference be- 
tween cost of production at home and 
abroad. Bear’ in mind that the bulk 
of this difference has been supposed 
to lie in higher wages paid in Amer- 
ica. Then.if .the high protectionists 
were honest and the tariff .justly 
made, according to the theory of the 
Republican platform, the duty would 
be somé fraction of the total labor 
cost instead of three times its total. 


Lippitt-McColl Labor Cost.

Shock to “Stand-Patters.’’ 


The result of Dr. Veditz’s investi- 
gations-of labor costs in Germany 
was a shock to the members of the 
Tariff Board who did not want to 
publish facts too damaging te special 
beneficiaries of the American tariff. 
There can be no other acceptable rea- 
son for the suppression of the facts 
brought back from Germany. 

As the German figures were di- 
gested by the board’s accountants 
and it became obvious that the Ger- 
man wage statistics would shatter 
some of the old-time theories of the 
“stand-patters,” Dr. Veditz’s work was 
shelved. Its suppression was regard- 
ed as scandalous by attaches of the 
board who knew its significance. 


Cause ef Cotton Depression.

sion ef the cotton trade in 1911 was dué 
to the Inevitable adjustment of supply 
and demand, and was in no wise af- 
fected by the protended fear of tariff 
changes. Herror of tariff juggling was 
used as an excuse by “men who did not 
know” to explain why the industry was 
in the doldrums. The real fact ¢; we 
have been producing more than we 
could consume On an enormous scale 
and entirely out of proportion to our 
last decade’s growth in population, 
while our excessive tariff has fostered 
inefficiency and has failed to push the 
protected American manufacturer out 
from its sheltering walls to seek the 
world’s markets. 


Tariff Heights Unexplored. 


It is not uncommon in the tradsa to 
hear a prominent manufacturer say he 
wants the tariff “high enough to keep 
out foreign goods.”’.. He had this under 
the Dingley law, but allowed poliiical 
manipulation to make it appear differ- 
ent. He supported what he honestly 
supposed to be the proper tariff. The 
trouble is the manufacturers as a whole 
have not known what the tariff has 
really amounted to, and it is only re- 
cently they have been compelled to real- 
ize that they must wake up and under- 
stand it. 

While the Payne-Aldrich cotton ached- 
ule was under consideration the selling 
agent of one of the largest textile con- 
cerns in the world asked me how much 
were the duties on ginghams. I told him 
from 35 per cent upward, according t> 
the different fabrics. He replied, ‘Oh, 
well, that’s all right.”” ‘“But,’’ I said. 
‘the Payne-Aldrich law increased the 
duties.””'**You don’t tell me! I’m sur- 
prised,’’ was his reply. 

Now, as a mater of fact, the great 
manufacturing concern which this man 
represents does not make excessive 
profits. It is an example of the progress 
of the American cotton industry: it has 
constantly cheapened its products by 
modern machinery, and has reached a 
high state of efficlency—so much so 
that its operatives receive higher wages 
than abroad. This ts an example of that 
part of New England’s cotton industry 
that should not be classed with the 
others who are looking for special tariff 
favors.

Crafut obtained permission from Mrs. 
Yerkes to occupy the shed four months 
ago. Though always busy with his 
work as a jack-of-all-trades in the day- 
time, he made wonderful transforma- 
tions in his chosen home. 

While others who could sleep were 
taking their rest, this sleepless man 
worked through the night. 

He built a partition, dividing the shed 
into two rooms. In one of these, the 
kitchen, he put down a brick floor, and 
in the other, his workroom, a concrete 
floor.

He so arranged his 
bed that in the daytime it could be 
hoisted to the ceiling. It was in that 
position when policemen examined the 
rooms.

Johnson Referred to Mrs. Slater 
as a Little Thing He Could 
Keep in His Pocket. 





George J. Johnson, defendant in a $10,- 
000 breach of promise suit. filed by Mrs. 
Gertrude 8. Slater of 4602 Delmar boule- 
vard, who tried to kill herself at the door 
of his home, 4309 Delmar boulevard, be- 
cause, she said, he had jilted her, un- 
wittingly supplied most of the evidence 
to be used against him in that sult. 

The evidence consists principally of 
more than 200 letters which were written 
by Johnson to Mrs. Slater between. the 
time her divorce was granted, in May, 
1911, and the final disruption of their ro- 
mance in August of this year. The let- 
ters are being classified by Mrs. Slater’s 
attorney, Max Hartmann, at his office 
in the Fullerton Building, and will be 
entered in the case as an exhibit. 

Mrs. Slater is 26 years old, 
and has two children. She was 
married when she was 16 4=xyears 
old to George Slater, who formerly 
Was an auditor at the Hotel Jefferson. 
She became acquainted with Johnson be- 
fore her divorce was granted and shortly 
after she got her decree he visited her 
at. her father’s home in Detroit. The 
correspondence, she says, was kept up 
continuously from that time until about 
the middle of August, when he told her, 
through his brother, Forbes Johnson, 
that he was tired of her. Then she 
drank a mixture of chloroform and mer- 
cury and fell unconsegious at the door of 
the Johnson home. Prompt treatment at 
the city hospital saved her life. Mrs. 
Slater is a petite brunette. 

Broker Defendant Is Silent.’ 

Johnson is a coffee broker. In his let- 
ter to Mrs. Slater he repeatedly affirmed 
his love for her and referred to the mar- 
riage, which, she says, originally was set 
for September, 1911, but postponed many 
times at Johnson’s request. He wrote 
at great length of his skill as a golfer 
and tennis player and of business 
troubles to which he attributed the 
necessity of postponing the wedding. 

Johnson declined to make a statement 
in reply to the suit. 


Letters Talk of Marriage. 

‘“Dear,”” “Honey,” ‘‘Dearie,” ‘Dearie 
Dear,” “Sweetheart” and ‘Dear Girl” 
are among the terms Johnson used pro- 
fusely in saluting Mrs. Slater by mail. 
Nearly every one of the letters is an 
ardent protestation of love and many of 
them refer to the agreement of mar- 
riage. 

“I got a dandy letter this morning 
from a little girl up in Detroit,’’ he 
wrote in one letter. “She is a mighty 
sweet little girl and I love her, oh, a 
whole lot more than I can tell you. After 
I finished reading her letter this morn- 
ing I just wanted to hug her. 

“Just as soon as I can get a few dol- 





lars ahead of the game, I am going to 
try to persuade her to come down here 
to St. Louis and just stay with me all 
the time. I am going to try, oh, so hard, 
to make her happy and contented with 
just me. 


“She is a little bit of a girl, just

new in state-created or state-protected monopo- 
lies. Col. Roosevelt is not so ignorant of history 
that he does not know something of the record of 
oppression made by business monopoly exercised 
under the authority and supervision of the state. 
He must know that monopoly of any kind, except 
the natural monoplies arising from the charter- 
ing of corporations to perform public service, is 
so obhoxious to Anglo-Saxon civilization that un- 
compromising hostility to it as a public menace Is 
embedded in the fundamental laws of the people. 
The common law treats monopoly as criminal and 
intolerable. 

The Roosevelt proposal to legalize monopoly 
aud give it state protection and duthority is not 
progressive, but reactionary. It is révolutionary 
in the sense that it proposes a plutocratic social- 
ism for the benefit of the few which would be 
a mere prelude to state socialism under which the 
‘Government would own and operate all industry. 

Col. Roosevelt’s scheme is a confession of 
weakness. He says, in effect, that the trusts have 
grown so strong that we cannot treat the men 
who have built them up by criminal acts as com- 


enough to punish them for their crimes or to hold 
them to responsibility under the law for their con- 
duct. He proposes a compromise with crime. He 
proposes that we legalize their criminal acts and 
validate their title to stolen goods. He proposes 
that the Government enter into partnership with 
monopolists who have defied and violated law in 
order to prevent them from further defying and 
violating law. 

Asserting that the Government as a great inde- 
pendent power is helpless to punish lawless mo- 
nopolists he says that it can contro] them by 
entering into partnership with them and giving 
them the authority and co-operation of the state. 
@ The Colonel glibly declares that since, under his 
policy, the people will control the Government the 
people can control the trusts: But if the people 
control the Government they can also punish men, 
no matter how strong or influential they may be, 
who are guilty of criminal conspiracy and monop- 
oly. They can destroy monopoly instead of at- 
tempting the dangerous experiment of. legalizing 
and regulating it. : 

Col. Roosevelt must be blind, indeed, if he does 
not see that partnership between special interests 
and Government invariably works for the benefit 
of special interests. He must be blind, indeed, 
if he does not realize that the logic of such a 
partnership must inevitably lead to revolt and 
chaos or state socialism and slavery. 

The only way the people can protect themselves 
from powerful special interests seeking privilege 
and advantage, is to keep their government free 
from entangling alliances with such interests. 

The only way the people can protect themselves 
from eriminal oppression is to compel the Gov- 
ernment to punish all who are guilty of crime. 

That the Government has not restrained the 
criminal conspirators whose spoil the Roosevelt 
scheme would insure, nor punished them, is be- 
cause the Government has been in control of their 
friends and agents. 

An honest Government administered by men not 
under obligation to monopolists would find no dif- 
ficulty in destroying monopoly, witout injuring 
legitimate business or checking voluntary combi- 
nations.

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PASSING THE HAT IN THE RING. 

The Colonel pays a glowing tribute to the late 
Cornelius Bliss, Treasurer of the National Repub- 
lican party.

Statistics have shown that 95 per 
cent ef school children have defective teeth and 
that the brightest students invariably have good 
teeth, the chances, therefore, are appreciably bet- 
ter for scholarship and promotion with the child 
having g0o0d teeth. 

In addition to pneumonia, diphtheria and tuber- 
culosis, other diseases or suffering such as in- 
flammation of the tonsils or fauces, indigestion, 
eruptive fevers, headache, earache, perhaps, some 
cases of appendicitis and various nervous diseases, 
including some cases of epilepsy may be induced 
or predisposed by defective or neglected teeth.

In 38 branches of mining and manu- 
facture, 26,116 adult male workers aver- 
aged $475 a year in wagss. 

Out of 3% average wage-earners in 
mine and factory enumerated, only one] 
was American-born. 

The average yearly income of 15,000 
families was $721. 

The married employe does not get 
enough wages to support a family. Wife 
and children-must work for wages or 
keep boarders, Of 16,000 families, only 
two-fifths. were supported by the earn- 
ings of the men. 

In 2038 families in the fron and steel 
industries, 70 per cent of the family 
income was earned by the men. In 746 
families of cotton operatives, ‘‘only 
slightly more than ons-half’’ the family 
income was earned by the men. Chil- 
dren earned 30 per cent; wives, in the 
mills or by keeping boarders, the re- 
mainder. 

Uf 17,000 industrial families, three out 
of ten had boarders or lodgers; there 
were 246 persons for every 100 sleeping 
rooms. 

The mill cost of news-print paper 
averaged in 1911 (Tariff Board figures) 
$22.98 a ton. Average selling price, $43.90. 
Labor cost “approximately only 10 per 
eent of total cost,” or not far from $3.30 
& ton. 

The duty on stzel products is “from 
three to 16 times” the labor cost. 

To put on the market a yard of a cer- 
tain worsted suiting cost $1.71. The 
weaver got 5 cents a yard. The duty is 
$1.08. : 

An all-wool serge cost to produce @ 
cents a yard. The labor cost was 9 
cents. The tariff is 49 conts; more than 
the total] cost; more than five times the 
labor cost.

Growing Corps of Young Pitchers Makes Necessity of a First- | 
Class, Experienced Catcher Almost 
Imperative.

The annual quest of R. L. Hedges, 
owner of the Browns, for a first-class 
backstop, is on. For years it has been 
the contention of the followers of the 
team that the lack of a top-notch mask- 
man has kept the Browns from win- 
ning and despite efforts to bolster in 
this department no men of the Bresna- 
han, Archer, Stanage and . Sweeney 
stripe have been produced. 

In 1908 the Browns were knocking at 
the pennant door. After the season 
was over Hedges laid plans to grab a 
good catcher. Lou Criger, the veteran 
now serving as a Brownie scout, was 
obtained from Boston. He was picked 
as the man to put the Browns on the 
map. But Lou had been ill the season 
béfore and didn’t show as he was ex- 
pected. 

Next Jay Justin Clarke, unquestion- 
ably one of the best all-round catchers 


landed. When Hedges slipped Art 
Griggs to the Naps for “Nig” he 
thought he had pulled one of his prize 
deals. But Clarke, like Criger, had 
about reached the end of his string and 
he failed to help. 

New Material Is Fair. 

The Colonel has a couple of crack 
youngsters coming up for trial. But he 
doesn’t want to depend on the juveniles. 
Bob Alexander, unearthed by Jawn Mc- 
Closkey, has done well. He did most 
of the backstopping on the club’s pres- 
ent trip and officiated in most of the 
games that the club won. 

Catcher Croassin of the Binghampton (New 
York State League) team is said to be the 
best juvenile in those parts. He comes at 
a good price. Catcher McAllister of the 
Montgomery (Southern League) team is an- 
other member of the team still to report. 
They have good records in their respective 
leagues, but Hedges.will be the busy indi- 
vidual during the drafting period trying for 
others.

Three Desirable Men. 

Hedges hasn't intimated what big mitt 
artists he is seeking. But it wouldn’t be 
surprising if Pat O’Connor, the former Pi- 
rate, now with Kansas City; Catcher Wells 
of the International League or Catcher Owens 
of Minneapolis comes this way. 

O’Connor and Owens have had their trials 
in the big show, and as first-string men do 
not rank as top-notchers. Hedges is rely- 
ing on his youngsters to develop for duty in 
future years. What he needs is an experi- 
enced man to work next season and to han- 
die his excellent staff of young twirlers.

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—The Evening} M. 


Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“On a volume of business rather 
smaller even than that of recent days 
the stock market advanced this morn- 
ing tentatively and irregularly. At the 
higher midday level activity was con- 
siderably increased and further ad- 
vances occurred, part of the buying or- 
ders apparently coming from out-of- 
town sources. Before the day was over 
a dozen stocks had risen a point or 
more. | 

“There wag at no time, however, any 
genuine activity, and at intervals the 
market returned to the apathy and 
indifference which has become familiar. 
Politics had apparently ceased to be an 
influence, even the betting on the curb 
received no stimulus. 

St. Paul Makes Good Showing. 


“Among the railway earnings’ reports 
for July the St. Paul showing was con- 
spicuous, its net receipts being the 

rgest of any correspondifg mouth 
since the panic year. Most of the 
Na&thwestern systems are not yet mak- 
ing so favXrable a comparison, but the 
beginning of the spring wheat move- 
ment is yet to come. 

“The Bank of England's weekly state- 
ment reported further increase in re- 
serve, and in the ratio of that reserve 
to liabilities. 

“Its gjld holdings are now above 
42,000,000. pounds sterling. Only on 
five occasions during the past 16 
years—two of them in September, 
1911, and three in June, 1910—has 
this total been exceeded: 

“Interior banks continued to lend 
here, and some large loans were made 
on the over-the-year basis. There 
was no special rise in rates, but the 
offerings on time were smaller. The 
banks again lost currency to the sub- 
treasury, the net drain since Friday 
being just about equal] to the $4,800,- 
000 actual surplus which the banks 
reported last Saturday. 

Banking Position Strengthened. 

This development led to general dis- 
cussion of the probable changes to be 
shown by the banks at the close of.the 
week, the feeling being that the bank 
position would be considerably reliev2d 
by the shifting of loans to out of town 
instittuions, 

“In addition to this, the banks are ex- 
pected to benefit from the return of the 
cash paid out, last week to the great 
number of: people who left the city for a 
three-day reeess. The direct shipments 
of cash have been rather heavy and 
withdrawals by. certain trust companies, 
which reported..Jess than the. required 
reserve last week, have been consider- 
able. The market has been full of inter- 
sting cross movaments but the expecta- 
tions are that the banks will be-abi> o 
make a much stronger showing?on ‘at- 
urday than they did a week ago.”
